o  rince  Lewis  of  Brunfwick  merits  a  more  than 
ordmary  Applaufe,  fince  it  proceeded  from  a  Good¬ 
rich  of  Difpohtion,  and  a  generous  Sympathy  which 

arc  the  noblefi  Indications  both  of  the  Hero  and  of 
the  Chriftian  *.

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After  this  Declaration  fo  noble  in  itfdf  and  fo 
generous  even  beyond  Expectation  and  Example  it 
would  be  unbecoming  to  deviate  from  what  has  been 
hitherto  profefied  both  in  the  -Speeches  from  the 
Throne,  and  in  that  emitted  in  the  Eace  of  all  Eu¬ 
rope  at  the  Court  of  a  Neutral  Power.  If  the  French 
be  perfidious,  let  us  religioufly  adhere  to  the  Jtridt 
Letter  of  our  own  Declarations,  and  not  difcover  any 
Inclination  .to  retraCl  what  of  our  own  proper  Mo¬ 
tion  proceeded  from  a  Noblenefs  of  Soul  that  is 
toucheu  with  the  Calamities  of  others ;  and  far  from 
infilling  upon  the  particular  Part  where  Negotiations

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publick  and  interefting  Character,  Inch  as  that  of 
a  Negotiator,  without  being  converfant  in  Places  of 
publick  Refort  is  equally  true.  The  Man  who  is 
acquainted  with  moll  Scenes  of  Life,  is  the  moft 
proper  Perfon  to  move  in  a  publick  Sphere. 

Nor  do  I  think  it  fo  hard  to  find  out  Persons  among 
our  Nobility  and  Gentry  for  entering  upon  the  Talk 
of  a  Negotiator.  If  it  was  not  to  offend  the  Modefty 
of  fome  great  Perfonages,  it  was  eafy  to  point  out 
ieveral  Members  both  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords  and 
Commons,  who  have  Skill  to  manage  with  Dexterity 
whatever  may  be  entrufted  with  them.  There  are 
in  both  Houfes  Men  of  as  great  Addrefs  and  Pene¬ 
tration,  and  of  as  much  Skill  and  Dexterity  as  any 
that  have  appeared  in  Britain ,  fince  the  firft  Infti- 
tution  of  Parliaments:  And  fuch  of  them  as  have 
been  Abroad,  have  brought  their  fevera!  Negotiations 
to  an  honourable  Conclufion  ;  fo  that  it  will  be  no 
Offence  to  their  Modefty  if  I  name  them. 

The  prefent  Ear!  ot  Granville  while  Lord  Carteret , 
negotiated  a  Peace  between  the  Swedes  and  the  con- 
tending  Powers  that  were  conipired  againft  them. 
He  brought  about  a  Rcconcileation  between  them  and 
the  Danes,  upon  fuch  juft  and  equitable  Conditions* 
that  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  have  found  it  their 
Intereft  to  violate  the  fame*  even  when  there  appeared 
an  Opportunity  •,  he  likewife  mediated  a  Peace  be¬ 
tween  the  Father  of  this  very  King  of  Pruffia  and 
the  Queen  of  Sweden  * ;  and  at  Jaft  brought  about  a 
Treaty  between  the  Swedes  and  the  Czar:  A&ions 
which  tho’  not  like  to  that  of  negotiating  with  the 
Plenipotentiaries  ot  a  Power  immediately  at  War 
with  his  own  Sovereign,  yet  iuch  as  may  give  us  rea¬ 
sonable  Hopes  to  believe  his  Capacity  for  fuch  an 

Employment.

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Employment.  The  Earl  of  Hyndford  negotiated  a 
Peace  between  the  Emprefs-Queen  and  the  Kin"  0f 
Pruffia ,  and  had  a  Motto  given  him  by  the  PruJJian 
Monarch,  which  is  added  to  the  Arms  of  his  Family 
( pro  bene  meriio.  )  The  Father  of  the  Earl  of 
Marchmnt  was  Ambafiador  at  Copenhagen  durinc  3 
critical  Juncture,  and  his  Lordfhip  o iCbeJierfield  was 
at  the  Hague  in  Time  of  the  greateft  Intrigues  carry¬ 
ing  on  by  M.  Fenelon ,  whofe  vaft  Talents  were  un- 
able  to  promote  the  Schemes  of  his  Court,  which 
were  always  traverfed  and  difconcerted  by  the  Addrefs 
and  Policy  of  the  Britijh  Ambafiador:  In  a  word  I 
humbly  think  that  there  are  many  Men  in  the  Nation 
fit  to  be  imployed  in  a  Negotiation,  befide  the  great 
Men  who  have  conduced  the  War,  and  whole  Ab» 
fcence  cannot  be  dilpenced  with, 

I  fhall  not,  Sir,  follow  you  thro’  the  feveral  Quo¬ 
tations  given  of  the  Gallic  Faith,  a  Phrafe  borrowed 
with  a  little  Variation,  from  the  old  Romans  when 
fpeaking  of  the  Carthaginians ,  which  laft  fee m  to 
nave  been  fully  as  ftridt  in  their  Morals  and  more 
generous  to  Strangers  than  the  other:  For  while  the 
former  counted  all  People  barbarous  but  themfelves 
the  latter  embraced  the  whole  Race  of  Mankind,  and 
like  the  Subjects  of  their  High  Mightiness  confulted 
nothing  but  Navigation  and  Trade.  What  is  the 
Hiltory  of  every  Nation  but  an  exaggerated  Enu-

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ari  the  Props  of  impudence  and  Effrontery  ;  but  it  is 
not  lb  between  two  Parties  who  are  never  likely  to 
lee  each  other :  In  this  Cafe  the  Paper  will  not  blufh, 
and  both  are  at  Liberty  to  fay  what  they  pleafe.  Nor 
do  I  think  it  a  proper  way  of  nfegociating,  to  infift 
on  Breach  of  former treaties,  and  demand  all  at 
once  the  Demolition  of  Places  as  a  Preliminary  un¬ 
der  Pretence  that  this  ought  to  have  been  done  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Letter  of  former  Stipulations.  Men 
fent  upon  Negotiations  ought  to  be  equally  fmooth 
and  peremptory  •,  and  States  who  difcover  a  Magna¬ 
nimity  in  theMidft  of  amazing  Succefs  to  enter  upon 
Terms  of  Reconciliation,  ouujit  never  to  crate  their 
Opponents  by  ripping  up  former  Sores. 

The  French  can  produce  In  fiances  of  the  good 
Faith  of  their  Princes,  and  even  at  this  Time  they 
tell  us  that  once  at  a  Cabinet  Council  held  in  the 
Prefence  of  Louis  Je  Grand  the  Grandfather  of  the 
prefent  French  King  Louis  XV.  being  then  Duke  of 
Burgundy  laid,  Lhere  is  a  Treaty  *,  and  that  the  whole 
agreed  to  his  Sentiments  :  From  this  Confideration  I 
think  it  would  be  highly  unbecoming  in  any  Nego¬ 
tiator  to  infift  upon  the  Perfidy  of  another’s  Con- 
flituent  at  a  Congrefs,  fuch  Conduct  as  this  was  nei¬ 
ther  fmooth,  dexterous  nor  (killful. 

You  feem  to  infinuate,  that  the  Treaty  itfelf 
ought  to  be  written  in  the  Latin  Language  and  not 
in  the  French  Tongue,  which  the  Courtiers  of  Ver- 
failles  may  vary  as  they  pleafe,  and  have  been  often 
known  to  fuch  make  Innovations  in  their  Language 
as  in  their  Modes  and  Fafhions  in  order  to  drain  the 
Puries  of  their  Neighbours.

In  about  two  Months  after  this,  a  Rebellion  broke 
out  in  Scotland,  and  Mr.  Trevor ,  the  Britijh  Minifler 
at  the  Hague,  required  of  the  States  General  the 
6000  Men  flipulated  by  Treaties;  the  Requifition 
was  complied  with,  but  eight  of  the  Battalions  lent 
over  were  part  of  the  Gatrifon  of  Tour  nay,  which, 
if  we  "allow  the  French  to  conftruCt  favourably  for 
thenifelves,  was  neither  to  d&  diredly  nor  indiredtly 
again  It  them  for  a  Year.  The  States  df  Holland  cer. 
tairtly  knew  that  the  Chei'alier  would  not  have  un¬ 
dertaken  fuch  ati  Expedition  without  Encouragement 
from  France,  then  at  open  War  with  the  King  of 
England  \  they  likewi'le  knew  that  the  Affifiance  of 
fix  thou  land  Men  from  them,  might  be  looked  on  as 
a  Means  for  continuing  the  national  Britijh  Troops  in 
Flanders,  which  the  French  wanted  to  be  fent  Home  ; 
"and  it  is  no  great  Wonder  if  a  Court  lefs  perfidious; : 
according  to  you,  than  the  French,  (hould  complain 
of  a  Violation  in  a  1  reaty  fo  lately  concluded;  nor 
do  I  think  that  the  Evafions  tiled  by  the  Mynheers 
in  their  Anfwers  to  the  French  Memtirials,  would 
have  been  fewer  had  the  Treaty  been  drawn  up  in 
the  Latin  Tongue,  fince  Dutch  Connoifieurs  are  well 
acquainted  with  Etymology,  and  that  no  Words  of 
a  dead  Language  can  be  reduced  to  a  popular  Ac¬ 
ceptation  fo  well  as  thole  of  a  Living  4.

C  i  render 
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render  it  lighter  than  the  other,  an«T  fo  on  till  little 
Or  nothing  was  left  in  either  Scale,  and  ft  ill  he  com¬ 
plained  that  Juftice  was  not  fatisfied :  The  Hogun 
Mogun  pleafed  Britain  by  fending  the  Troops  ac- 
cording  to  Treaty,  but  they  pacified  France  by  their 
Inaftion  ;  for  during  the  Winter  they  prevented  by 
their  Slownefs  the  Execution  of  all  the  Schemes  for 
putting  an  End  to  the  Infurre&ion  j  for  had  they 
marched  at  the  Time  when  General  Wade  required 
them,  the  Chevalier  and  his  little  Army  might  have 
been  defeated  at  Carlijle  before  advancing  farther  in¬ 
to  England.  But  not  to  dwell  on  this ;  I  think  the 
Treaty  may  be  drawn  up  in  any  Language,  pro¬ 
vided  no  Reftitution  be  made  of  any  of  the  Con- 
quefts,  which  are  but  a  Kind  of  Indemnification  for 
the  Expences  of  the  War,  and  Maintenance  of  up¬ 
wards  of  x  2000  Prifoners,  whom  the  Exigencies 
of  France  more  than  the  Inhumanity  of  their  Sove¬ 
reign  left  to  the  Charity  and  good  Difpofition  of 
their  Enemies. 

I  agree  with  you  in  retaining  Canada ,  with  the 
Ifles  of  Cape  Bret  n  and  St.  John  •,  and  think  they 
fhould  be  annexed  to  the  Crown  of  Great-Britain  by 
A&  cf  Parliament ;  but  I  cannot  affenf  to  the 
Scheme  of  deltroying  Louijburgb ,  and  defolating  the 
Ifland  whereon  it  is  built.  *Tis  reckoned  a  Crime 
next  to  Sacrilege  to  fhut  up  a  Spring,  or  to  deftroy 
any  publick  Benefit  which  Nature  has  pointed  out  j 
nor  is  it  a  lefs  folly  to  erale  Houfes  and  fap  Towns  •» 
this  was  the  Phrenzy  of  the  Goths  when  they  ra¬ 
vaged  Italy  i  and  alas !  of  the  Populace  at  the  Refor¬ 
mation  when  the  noblelt  Edifices,  fome  of  which 
had  been  the  Work  of  Ages,  and  the  ffatcly  Orna¬ 
ments  of  their  Country,  were  pulled  down.

I  only 
want  to  preferve  Peace,  and  the  bed  Way  to  Leu  re 
it  will  be  to  remove  them  at  the  greatelt  Difiances 
nor  would  I  have  any  Peace  be  concluded  untill  they' 
were  driven  from  Martinico  itfelf,  which  may  eafily 
be  effected  in  the  following  Manner  :  Let  a  ftrong’

I  am  far  from  putting  a  l'mall  Value  upon  Miner- 
to .  nor  yet  for  remembering  ‘the  Circumltances  of  its 
*  Lofs  with  as  great  Shame  as  we  fee  the  French  pof- 
fefs  it  with  Indifference  for  the  Bravery  of  Lord 
Blaktney  will  more  than  draw  a  Veil  over  the  Misfor¬ 
tune  of  Admiral  Byng-,  and  the  obflinate  Defence 
made  for  39  Days  by  his  Lorfhip  with  an  Handtul 
of  Men  not  fufficicnt  to  man  all  the  Works,  againft 
an  Army  eight  times  their  Number,  and  commanded 
by  a  Marfhal  of  France  will  fhine  as  brightly  in  the 
Britijh  Annals,  as  any  of  the  Conquefts  gained  in 
the  memorable  Year  1759.  The  Defence  of  St.  Phi¬ 
lip's  Caftle  is  a  Miracle  to  any  who  duly  confiders  it.- 
The  Company  belonging  to  the  Artillery  was  fo  far 
from  being  compleat,  that  the  General  himfelf  was 
obliged  to  order  the  Soldiers  to  be  trained  in  that 
Branch  of  Service;  nay  he  frequently  fhewed  them 
the  Way  of  charging  the  Guns,  and  rendered  them 
fo  expert  that  they  often  fired  five  Shot  for  three  of 
the  Enemy  ;  he  took  Care  to  have  great  Guns  Sud¬ 
denly  fent  out  in  lieu  of  a  great  many  which  were 
rended ;  the  Shells  and  Shot  were  carefully  fur- 
veved  and  guaged,  which  required  the  continual 
Sication  o6f  the  Governour,  who  erred  in  no 
Part  of  an  Old  Captain  but  that  he  expofed  his 
Life  too  much  like  a  Young  Soldier.  He  even 
flood  undaunted  when  the  Balls  (truck  into  the 
Mouths  of  the  Cannon  mounted  upon  the  Ramparts, 
and  fcattered  the  Stones  of  the  Embrafures. 

As  you  feem  to  be  in  fome  Degree  for  continen¬ 
tal  Meafures,  fo  I  have  taken  a  View  of  your  Senti¬

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(jnhappy  Circum (lance  ftill  to  be  confidered,  the 
Britijh  Standards  in  the  midft  of  Triumph  were  tar- 
nifhed  with  Infamy  ;  as  the  Cavalry  of  that  Nation 
was  not  engaged  at  the  Battle,  of  Minden.  For  my 
Part,  I  am  of  the  Number  of  thofe  who  think  that 
the  Germans  ought  to  fight  for  themfeives  ;  the 
Country  has  always  been  a  Grave  to  the  French  Sol¬ 
diers-,  a  national  Antipathy  reigns  between  the  Em¬ 
pire  and  France ,  nor  would  the  Natives  of  the  for¬ 
mer  be  fo  ready  to  offer  themfeives  to  the  hi^-heft 
Bidder  if  they  were  not  fure  that  England  will  draw 
her  Purfe  at  rhe  Auftion  :  Nor  would  the  latter  be 
fo  ready  to  march  Forces  into  the  Territories  of  a 
lew  hungry  Princes,  if  (he  was  not  fully  allured 
that  England  would  be  drawn  into  the  Quarrel  bv 
luch  a  Conduct. 

I  would  be  as  far  as  any  Man  from  leaving  the 
King  cf  Pruffia  to  the  Mercy  o!  his  B-nemies,  and 
on  that  Account  am  for  fending  him  the  moll  effec¬ 
tual  Relief.

By  the  happy  Afcendant  he  fb  defervedly  has  ob¬ 
tained  over  onr  illuflrious  King,  his  Majefty  will,  af» 
ter  the  Conclufion  of  the  War,  apply  to  whatever 
may  be  of  the  greateft  Advantage,  in  procuring  Una¬ 
nimity  among  his  Subjects,  and  giving  Dignity  to 
that  Conftitution  which  is  by  far  the  inoft  rational 
in  itfelf,  the  bcft  calculated  to  promote  mutual  Hap- 
pinefs,  and  is  jufbly  the  Admiration  and  Envy  of  the 

whole  World.

Thus,  Sir,  I  have  named  fome  few  of  the  Obler- 
vatior.s  that  occurred  on  pemfing  your  Performance* 
which  rather  deferves  Approbation  than  Cenfure  ; 
and  though  I  may  differ  from  You  in  Sentiment, 
yet  that  need  not  break  the  Silver  Cord  which  ought 
to  unite  all  his  Majefty’s  Subjects  in  a  dutiful  Refpect 
to  their  Sovereign,  and  to  each  other :  You  are  for 
a  lading  and  folid  Peace,  fo  am  I.  We  only  differ 
in  Opinion  about  t  Means  to  procure  it :  So  with¬ 
out  further  enlarging  on  the  Subject,  I  am  for  re¬ 
taining  ail  our  American  Conquefts,  and  even  for  in¬ 
filling  upon  Martinico ,  that  Sepulchre  of  our  Mer¬ 
chantmen,  twelve  Hundred  of  which  have  been 
carried  into  that  Hland  fince  the  Beginning  of  the 
War,  and  think  that  Hollages  ought  to  be  fent 
over  till  the  fame  is  done,  in  which  Cale  let  the  Ene¬ 
my  have  Senegal  and  Gone  j  and  if  the  Peace  be  fet¬ 
tled  on  thefe  Tams,  we  need  not  be  much  con¬ 
cerned  at  the  Demolition  of  Dunkirk ,  as  it  will  not  be 
in  the  Power  of  the  Enemy  to  difturb  us.
